“It was a differeat story all 
together when a few minutes 
later, Timmy gave us the lead 
with a deadly shot that sent all 
of us in hysterics on the 
bench.” 

“Millsy” as he is affection- 
ately known as by his fellow 
peers was lapping up every- 
thing there was to see at a 
World Cup.

TURNING ORANGE YELLOW

waking at 6:30am on a 
Saturday morning, a 
familiar feeling filled my 
body, It shot from the tips of my 
toes to defy my lack of sleep and 
string a smile across my face. 
‘Today was special. Today was 
rare, Today was Mariners away. 

Strangely, the match in ques- 
tion, on Saturday July 22nd, was 
officially listed as a home game, 
even though it would take up to 4 
hours to arrive there from the very 
shadows of Central Coast 
‘Stidium. It was part of the FFA’s 
experiment to take Pre-Season 
‘Cup matches into regional areas to 
expand interest in the A-League. 
Gur destination would be Orange, 
a scenic town in Central Western 
New South Wales. 

Some might say that spending 
the better part of your weekend 
driving across icy, foggy roads to 
witness just 90 minutes of relative- 
ly meaningless football is illogical, 
and to be honest that logic is hard 
to argue. But the passion felt by 
the growing core of Mariners sup- 
porters is impossible to quantity. 
It’s something that the realms of 
logic can’t comprehend. 

Tn addition to this, we Central 
Coast Mariners fans and particu- 
larly the vocal Marinators are 
quickly establishing ourselves as 
the premier travelling supporters 
of Australia, having taken 
respectable totals to Newcastle, 
Sydney and even Queensland 
throughout the first A-League sea~ 


son before invading our NSW 
neighbours with unprecedented 
armies numbering 2500 and 10000 
respectfully for the semi and 
Grand Finals. 

So when the announcement of a 
‘home’ match in Orange filtered 
through, it was looked upon not as 
a hindrance but as a welcome 
opportunity to see the sights of 
inland NSW, experience the cul- 
ture of a unique football environ- 
ment and, perhaps most 
importantly, enhance our reputa- 
tion as some of the most dedicated 
‘supporters in the business. 

T picked up my vehicular com- 
patriots and hit the road knowing 
well and truly that, as with all 
good away trips, when I recalled 
the highlights of the trip to family 
and friends the details of the match 
itself would have little to do with 
it. 

We would be thrusting football 
‘onto a community much different 
to our own in culture and size 
(Orange is to the Central Coast in 
scale what the Central Coast is to 
Sydney) and the results would be 
unpredictable and memorable. 

This is the glory of the football 
away trip; no two are the same, 
you can never know what to 
expect, and you invariably return 
feeling closer to those you travel 
with than when you embarked. If 
there were any doubts about the 
laborious requirements to view the 
match live, I just had to ask 
myself, what better way to get 
back into the right state of mind 
for the start of a new season! 


Upon arrival our party was 
immediately encompassed by the 
warmness of the locals, with two 
ladies wishing us luck before 
revealing that they weren't going 
to the game. It was an instant sign 
to me that regardless of their fan- 
dom, a level of interest had been 
sparked in this population that 
rival codes weren't achieving. It 
‘was certainly another FFA master- 
stroke to bring the A-League to 
such a knowledgeable and worthy 
comer of the nation. 

It tured out that the region did 
haye its fair share of football devo- 
tees in any case, with over 4000 
filtering into the lush and welcom- 
ing Wade Park. Our travelling 
group of around 50, made up pre- 
dominately of Marinators, claimed 
a patch of hill behind the Southem 
goals and, much to the bemuse- 
ment of the locals, sang the 
Mariners through their routine 
‘warm up. 

The only thing that kept us 
vocal through the aftemcon 
though was the constant internal 
reminder that we hadn’t come this 
far to be silent, as the match 
offered little excitement and no 
goals. If anything, our opponents 
Adelaide had deserved more than a 
draw so we'd be happy to take a 
point back home with our 
makeshift squad. 

Our actions off the field had 
been far more successful, with the 
briefly standoffish crowd warming, 
to our vocal antics and eventually 
even joining in themselves. We 
were encouraged into insulting 
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The Marinators brigade in full voice during their recent trip to Orange 


action at the sight of a stray 
Newcastle Jets supporter and our 
efforts culminated in a Mexican 
wave that lapped the ground four 
times, an achievement Orange-iles 
Jater assured us was a first. 
Appreciative players applauded 
our presence at full time before we 
ducked into the major pub in town 
for some warmth. The recognition 
from the team and the congratula- 
tions from the ‘true’ home fans, 
along with a relatively satisfying 
result of course, officially made 
the trip more than worth the effort. 
Between the joviil banter and 
the company of likeminded souls 
who were willing to sacrifice the 
first of many perfectly good week- 
ends between now and March, this: 
particular trip struck me as 
immensely fulfilling. For most A- 


League clubs, the Central Coast 
represents the rural alternative, 50 
this experience was unique and 
I'm quietly boping that the FFA 
decides to continue with the 
regional experiments in future 
years. 

Now a full season of intercity 
and interstate travel lies ahead, 
starting with a revenge mission 
{nto Sydney in Round 1. Our trip 
out West not only provided an 
enjoyable weekend away from 
home, but a valuable opportunity 
away from daily tife to plan for the 
Marinators’ 06/07 campaign. 
Additional musical, vocal and 
visual aspects are in store for the 
Mariners home and away as we 
‘support our club's march towards a 
second Grand Final and its first 
Championship. 


For as the A-League clubs 
clamber to improve their playing 
stocks in order to climb to or stay 
‘on top of the pile, the Marinators, 
the Cove of Sydney, the Blue and 
White Brigade of Melboume, the 
Squadron of Newcastle, the Gate 
of Adelaide, Roar’s Den in 
Queensland, and even the stalwart 
Glory Boys, must all step our con- 
tributions to the motivation of our 
teams and the atmosphere in our 
grounds as football continues. to 
grow. 

But the FFA must be applauded 
for their insight, and the people of 
Central Wester NSW for their 
hospitality and eagerness, for even 
if the Mariners happen to Tift the 
A-League trophy in| 2007, 1 will 
still fondly remember the day we 
tuned Orange yellow.

It's a burning issue, with as many 
as 10 Socceroos to soon hang up 
their boots, guiting the squad that 
captured the nation's imagination 
with its fairytale World Cup run last 
month. 

Worse, there are few youngsters 
knocking at the door. 

ONeill said the planned system 
would combine the best of overseas 
expertise with the Kind of local 
know-how that _—_transformed 
‘Australian sport from an Olympic 
Games minnow in the 1970s to the 
gold medal monster of today. 

‘The system will be based on new 
research by the Football Federation 
Australia (FFA) and the Australian 
Sports Commission that aims to 
gain an edge on the intemational 

e. 

"Punching above our weight is a 

national obsession, so designing 


and developing - or aligning - sys- 
tems, expertise and infrastructure in 
Australia that can consistently iden- 
tify and develop very competitive 
international players is a priority 
for us now,” O'Neill told the 
National Press Club in Canberra. 

“With the Australian Sports 
Commission we've been engaged 
in a groundbreaking piece of 
research, an analysis for some 
months, looking at talent ID (iden- 
tification) and development pro- 
grams in the major international 
football countries around the world, 
as well as other relevant sporis in 
Australia.” 

"The outputs from that research 
‘and analysis will allow us to design 
(our own system)." 

ONeill said that such a system 
would quickly make an impact on 
the sport and he set his sights on a 
top 10 FIFA world ranking and reg- 
ular semi-final appearances in the 
World Cup "in the not-too-distant 
future." 

‘The FFA chief said the example 


of Australian Olympic perfor- 
mance, which grew from a base of 
just five medals in Montreal 1976, 
to 24 in Los Angeles 1984 and the 
current expectation for hauls in 
excess of 50 medals, was proof a 
dedicated development system 
could bring major football success. 

Australia ranked fourth, behind 
only the United States, Russia and 
China, on the 2000 and 2004 
Olympic medal tables, 

‘The research should be complet- 
ed by October, an FFA spokesman 
confirmed. 

‘A timeframe for then developing 
an Australian system would depend 
on support from grassroots level 
and financial constraints, the 
spokesman said. 

Finding new Socceroos is vital, 
as on-field credibility is a key ele- 
ment in a successful World Cup 
bid. 

‘The FFA plans to announce its 
intention to bid for the 2018 touna- 
‘ment over the next couple of weeks 
and O'Neill said the signs were 


good, 

"We have held some informal 
and preliminary discussions with 
FIFA President Sepp Blatter and 
AFC (Asian Football 
Confederation) president 
Mohammed Bin Hammam, and the 
early sounding have been encour- 
aging.” 

"Here at home the Federal and 
state governments have been strong. 
and unified in their expressions of 
support. Our priority now is to get 
‘our homework done." 

While O'Neill was confident that 
Australia's track record in hosting 
major sporting events - the 2000 
Sydney Olympics and the 2003 
Rugby World Cup - and the fact 
that no football World Cup had ever 
been held in the Asia-Pacific region 
were major advantages, he said a 
failed bid would not be disastrous. 

"You've got to take the longer- 
team view and understand if we do 
miss out on 2018, there isa stake in 
the ground for 2022," he said.

Lynch, who bagged five goals in 13 
games for the under-21s between 2002 
and 2003, does not subscribe to the theo- 
ty that playing 16,000 kilometres away 
in the Hyundai A-League makes it hard- 
er for Scotland's coaching staff to keep 
tabs on him.

jwelve years after leaving Lisbon 
for Italy, Rui Manuel Costa is 
I back at SL Benfica pledging 
“everything he still has to give to foot- 
ball". Thousands of supporters gath- 
ered at the Estédio da Luz on 25 May to 
welcome their returning hero. Now, 
they are eagerly awaiting the UEFA 
Champions League third qualifying 
round to see one of the club's favourite 
sons back in action. 


‘Desire’ 

They are unlikely to be disappointed, 
‘New coach Femando Santos has been 
granted a trump card as he bids to wrestle 
the title back from FC Porto and he is not 
going to miss this trick. "We want the 
team to follow Rui Costa's example, to 
‘work as hard as him at least,” he said. "His 
skill is another matter, but we want a team 
with the desire to win every game.” 

Benfica striker Nuno Gomes played 
alongside Rui Costa at ACF Fiorentina, as 
well as for Portugal. He knows better than 
most what to expect from the player A 
Bola newspaper described simply as the 
Maestro. "It's a dream come true,” he said, 
“As well as being one of my best friends in 
football, he's a great player and this has 
heen a long-term wish of Renfica fans. I'm 
very proud he’s back at the club." 


Swagger 

Rui Costa may now be 34 with his best 
days at Fiorentina behind him, but back in 
the red of Benfica he has already been 
showing the form that suggests Porto 
could face a real fight to reclaim the title. 
Benfica’s step has regained its swagger 
and it's not just their fans taking note. 

"His return will help put the Portuguese 
Liga back in the European spotlight,’ 


Sportiag Clube de Portugal striker 
Liedson said. "He's an excellent player 
and has proved that at every club he has 
played for.” Notably Benfica, where he 
provides a vital link to an illustrious past. 


Eusébio role 

It was Eusébio, then youth coach, who 
first elerted Benfica to his talents at the 
age of nine. His progress was rapid, and he 
‘was soon carrying a weight of expectation. 
In the summer of 1991 he helped Portugal 
win the FIFA U-20 World Cup, scoring the 
decisive penalty in the shoot-out in the 
final against Brazil in front of 127,000 at 
the Estidio da Luz. The young prodigy 
quickly settled into the Encamados side, 
and won the Portuguese Cup in 1993. A 
financial crisis engulfed the club the fol- 
lowing season, and though Paulo Futre, 
Anténio Pacheco and Paulo Sousa all left, 
Rui Costa remained, and at 22 led Benfica 
to the title, Benfica could not afford to 
keep him, but rather than join FC 
Barcelona as he had hoped, Rui Costa was 
sold to Fiorentina for a then record _6m. 
"Barcelona only offered half that," Manuel 
Damisio, the then Benfica president, 
recently told A Bola. "But Benfica needed 
his sacrifice.” 


Benfica goal 

Tn seven seasons with Fiorentina and 
five at Milan, Rui Costa won the UEFA 
Champions League, the Scudetto, and the 
Coppa Italia twice. He carried the flag for 
Portugal, never losing sight of Benfica. 
"My dream is to finish my career there, 
but only if I know I have something to 
give." 

While its golden son was shining in 
Italy, light was fading fast on the Lisbon 
club. Benfica all but vanished from the 
European stage while FC Porto usurped 
their place as Portugal's pre-eminent club. 
The sécios longed for Rui Costa's return.

Portugal dream 

He was never far away, returning often 
for the national side as he amassed 94 caps 
as part of Portugal/s Golden Generation, 
even scoring a magnificent goal against 
England in the quarter-finals of UEFA 
EURO 2004™ at the rebuilt Estadio da 
Luz. He ended his international career at 
his "home" ground just a few days later in 
a disappointing defeat against Greece. The 
‘Luz now owed Rui Costa, but it wasn’t 
money the playmaker was after. 


Blank contract 

"He asked me to give him a blank con- 
tract and said I could decide how much I 
wanted to give him," Benfica president 
Luis Filipe Vieira said. "That's how Rui’s 
arrival was agreed, without him knowing 
how much he would earn," 

Rui Costa, who still had a year on his 
contract with Milan, was just grateful to 
be back. "I'm thankful to AC Milan for let- 
ting me fulfil my dream of ending my 
career at the club of my heart,” Rui Costa 
said 12 years after regaining Benfica's 
‘Noi0 shirt. 


‘Pride’ 

Despite winning the title in 2005 and 
reaching the quarter-finals of the UEFA 
Champions league last season, Benfica are 
still looking to their glorious past. Rui 
Costa hopes to revive it. "My team-mates 
want to win again after some difficult 
years," he said.

Materazzi in the chest after being 
insulted and was sent off shortly 
‘before the end of extra-time in the 
World Cup Final. 

FIFA, who heard from Materazzi 
early last week and Zidane days 
later, decided to suspend the 
Frenchman fo: three games for his 
indiscipline. Surprisingly however, 
they also chose to punish the Inter 
Milan defender for his role in pro- 
voking Zizou. 

While Zidane’s suspension is 
academic due to his retirement 
from football, Materazzi will miss 
the Azzumri’s opening two Euro 
2008 qualifiers against Lithuania 
(at home) and France (in Paris), 

According to the Italian Sports 
Minister Giovanna Melandri, a cer- 
tain amount of discrimination 
against Italy has come out of this 
World Cup tournament. 

Speaking ata news conference 
in Rome, Melandri spoke of her 
thoughts from FIFA’s decisions. 

"T understand those who saw the 
award ceremony and yesterday's 
verdict and think that there is a dis- 
criminatory attitude towards Italy.”

Tn an incredulous run of events, 
UEFA representative Lenhart 
‘Johansson scooped the World Cup 
trophy with his right arm, in what 
appeared to be total disgust, before 
having the trophy passed between 
four FIFA representatives. 

Unbelievably, the symbolic 
handing of the trophy to the win- 


ning captain came from an out- 
stretched arm behind the Italian 
players who couldn’t reach Fabio 
Cannavaro. In fact Angelo Peruzzi, 
the Italian reserve goalkeeper, had 
to take the trophy and hand it to 
Cannavaro. 

Moré embarrassing from FIFA’s 
point of view, was the absence of 
FIFA President Sepp Blatter. 

“A sign of anti-Italian feelings,” 
according to Melandri and the 
entire Ialian supporting world. 

The ruling against Materazzi, 
suggests that Materazzi was in the 
‘wrong. “This ruling shows that 
‘Zidane was the victim in this inci- 
dent,” claimed the Frenchman’s 
agent Alain Migliaccio. “Some 


words are worse than a head-butt.” 

Zidane, who has retired as a 
player, was fined 7,500 Swiss 
francs (AUS$8,048) and handed a 
three-match ban by FIFA's discipli- 
nary committee. As he is no longer 
a player, he will undertake three 
days of community services on 
FIFA’s behalf as part of their 
‘humanitarian activities, 

Materazzi, who admitted insult- 
ing Zidane, was given a two-match 
ban and fined 5,000 Swiss francs 
(AUS$5,365). 

He will miss Italy's opening two 
Euro 2008 qualifiers against 
Lithuania and France in September. 

One of the Italian Lawmakers 
Tommaso Pellegrino though, has 
wamed of the dangers FIFA may 
now run after this verdict. 

"There is a clear disproportion 
between the punishment given to 
Materazzi and the one given to 
Zidane. FIFA has set a very danger- 
‘ous precedent. From now on every- 
body will feel authorised to react 
violently to an insult." 

Speculation also did surround 
Zidane running the risk of losing 
his FIFA Golden Ball award, 
though FIFA has confirmed that he 
will be able to keep it. 

“Totally incredible decision by 
FIFA,” cried Italo-Australians after 
hearing FIFA’s final verdicts. 

Zidane, who not only received a 
ted-card in the Final but also served 
‘a one-match suspension in the first- 
round of the tournament whilst col- 
Iccting only one man-of-the-match
